Paris, Friday, March 21.—A social 


session of both house's of the Amort- 
can Congress will probably l>o called 
to assemble about llic middle at (May, 
Ilio date when President Wilson hopes 
to return to the. United Stalo.s. If the 
treaty of• peace Is .sufficiently advan- 
ced to warrant such «. course a special 
session of the Senate may'bo called 
even earlier to afford it opportunity to 
rtenl with the subject before being cal 
led upon to direct its attention to oth- 
er important matters, chief of winch 
wirl be financial affair*. U is held to 
lie unnecessary for 1'rcsidetit Wilson 
to be in Washington when the call for 
.such a special session 
l.x issued for 


this may be cabled from 1'aris In ad- 
vance of liis departure from l-'rance. 
lie lias reached no decision ]-eearding 
tho riuesliqn, -howevei-, and Is reserv- 
ing Ilio nl'mplng of his courso of ac- 
tion until ho has a more definite, idea 
of tho date of'his return to America.
